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Testimony resumes today 
in Brooks murder trial 


CHARLESTON — Testimony in the first 
degree murder trial of Roger Brooks, 28, 
formerly of East Prairie, continued at 9 
a.m. today before a Mississippi County 
Circuit Court jury. 
Special Judge A. J. Seiers of Cape 
G irardeau, 
appointed 
following the 
disqualification of judge Marshall Craig of 
Sikeston and Judge Flake McHaney of 
Kennett, recessed the trial shortly before 10 
p.m. Thursday and ordered the jury 
sequestered at a motel in Miner. 
Brooks is on trial for the June 7, 1975 
murder of Thomas Revelle Sr., 37 of Cape 
Girardeau. A .32 caliber pistol, introduced 
in evidence by the state was used in the 
shooting sometime after 2 a.m. at the home 
of Revelle’s former wife, Evelyn Revelee 
Brooks, 318 Second St. in East Prairie. 
Brooks and Mrs. Revelee were married 
sometime following the shooting. 
Prosecuting attorney Edward C. Graham 
called seven state witnesses before resting 
his case about 8:30 p.m. Thursday. Seven 
defense witnesses also testified before the 


precedings were recessed. 


State witnesses included East Prairie 
Police Sergeant Bill Grissom, Sheriff Noris 
Grissom, who was deputy at the time of the 
shooting; Carl Lynn Harden; Thomas 
“Eddie" Revelle Jr., son of the dead man; 
Gary Brown; Ricky Jackson; Coroner 
Elgin McMickle; and Charles Ferguson, a 
former East Prairie Policeman who was not 
questioned in the presence of the jury. 


The jury, composed of 10 men and two 
women, also heard testimony from seven 
defense witnesses including Marvin Griffin 
of Matthews Route One, Terry Green, Paul 
Summerfield and Ricky Johnson of East 
Prairie, Danny Brown of Delta and Jim 
Smith of Advance. 
The courtroom was cleared of spectators 
during the examination of the seventh 
defense witness, reported to have been a 
young boy who was the baby sitter for the 
Revelle children the night of the shooting. 
State witnesses Harden, Eddy Revelle, 
Gary Brown and Ricky Jackson testified 


they were with Thomas Revelle Sr. and 
John Conway the night of June 6. The four 
had been “riding around East Prairie” 
when they were joined by the older Revelle 
and Conway. 
Later the six men went to the house at 318 
Second St., reportedly to visit Revelle's five 
younger children. 
Harden, who witnessed the shooting, said 
that about 2 a.m. June 7, Evelyn Revelle 
and Roger Brooks drove up in front of the 
house and went in. 
He said when they entered, the older 
Revelee and Eddie Revelle began fighting 
with Brooks 
Direct testimony showed the other three 
men at the house had been told “to hide" in 
a bedroom when Brooks’ car drove up. 
Harden said, “Tom hollered that Roger 
was going to get a gun. He and Eddie came 
into the bedroom where we were and we 
tried to get out the back door. The others 
started going out the window, leaving me 
and Tom in the room when Roger came in 
with the gun. 
Bill dropping numbers

(AP) - "Who 
laid I couldn't be governor. There's nothing 
to it,” Gov. Joseph P. Teasdale said as he 
signed into law the first bill to be passed by 
the legislature during his administration. 
The grinning governor penned a measure 
Thursday designed to bring state law into 
compliance with the Missouri Constitution. 
The law eliminates the use of numbers and 
black patches over those numbers on paper 
ballots 
The legislature deemed the bill an 
emergency, meaning that it goes int o effect 
immediately upon Teasdale's signature and 
in time for the April 5 local electios across 
the state. 
The Missouri Senate gave the black patch 
law final legislative approval Thursday 
after it had easily cleared the House last 
month Another bill given final legislative 
approval and sent to the governor was a 
measure temporarily relaxing the number 
of days which schools must meet to be 
eligible for state aid.

Keith Ziegenhorn said today that he is 
conceding the April 5 election to the City 
Council to his opponent, Lewis Conley 
Both men are on the ballot for a one-year 
term 
Conley beat Ziegenhorn 1,039 to 571 in 
Tuesday's primary election 
The vote results do not leave much 
question as to who the voters want to serve 
on the council, Ziegenhorn said. 
"I encourage him to do what he said hd 
was going to do ... serve the city full time," 


Ziegenhorn added 
"I can't give it a full 100 per cent effort 
and I think Lewis can," he said. 
Ziegenhorn said Conley had not filed for 
the seat before he and Pete Oliver did and 
had Conley filed first, he would never have 
done so. Oliver drew only 350 votes in the 
primary and did not make the April 6 ballot. 
Ziegenhorn said he did not want Conley to 
have to spend any more time or money 
campaigning, when it is "obvious, due to the 
vote'' who the public wants 


"Tom grabbed hold of both my arms, 
holding me in f ront of him Roger told me to 
move, stepped to the side, shot Tom twice 
Tom fell and pulled me down on top of him. 
Afterwards, Tom jumped up and dived 
through the window.” 
Harden concluded direct testimony by 
saying he went outside looking for Revelee, 
found him lying at the side of the house and 
was told by Brooks that he was going to call 
an ambulance. 
During 
cross 
examination, 
Harden 
testified Revelle was "pretty high" and 
recalled 
that 
during 
the preliminary 
hearing for Brooks on July 10,1975, he had 
testified the Revelles were hitting and 
kicking Brooks and attempting to hold him 
during the fight. 
Eddie Revelle, on direct testimony, said 
he and his father were in the kitchen area of 
the residence, which is a mobile home with 
a built-on addition, when Brooks and his 
mother drove up. He said they began fist 
fighting with Brooks and at one point he 
pushed Brooks' head through a window. 
"He got loose and I watched him run out 
to his car and bend down in the floorboard I 
said he was getting a gun and then ran to the 
back door I told Dad to run to the back door 
too. It was locked and I then ran into the 
utility room and jumped out a window, 
leaving Dad and Lynn (Harden) in the 
room. 
On cross examination, Revelle admitted 
he drove his car about 100 yards down the 
street from his mother’s home the night of 
the shooting and walked back to the house 
He denied that force was used to break open 
a chain lock on the front door to gain entry 
to the home. 
Testimony from coroner McMikle showed 
Revelle was shot twice, once in the right 
side of the chest about an inch below the 
nipple and again in the left shoulder, ap­ 
proximately four inches above the left 
nipple. 
McMikle said he asked permission to talk 
with Brooks at the city jail in East Prairie 
the night of the shooting and said his con­ 
dition appeared normal, recalling that he 
did not observe any cuts or bruises on 
Books' face 
However, during questioning by the 
defense. McMikle said it was dark in the cell 
block and he did not examine Brooks, ad­ 
ding that it was light enough that he could 
recognize him. 
He said Brooks "broke down, cried and 
became very upset" causing him to con 
elude his questioning 
Testimony 
from 
defense 
witnesses 
revealed that Thomas Revelle on a number 
of occasions had made threats on Brooks' 
life 
Griffin, Green, and Summerfield 
testified to this fact, naming specific in­ 
stances. 
The reputation of Revelle was described 
as violent, overbearing and dangerous by 
several of the defense witnesses 
Testimony 
from 
remaining 
defense 
witnesses was expected to take up most of 
this morning, with the jury receiving the 
case sometime around noon.

dependent evaluation of each site on the 
basis of the facilities, equipment, and 
services available 
“Each of the sites recommended for 
further consideration can make facilities, 
equipment, and services available at little 
or no cost for the type of educational 
programs which are currently envisioned 
for the center,” Dr Strand said in his 
report "The three sites for each no ad­ 
ditional consideration is recommended 
cannot provide facilities, equipment, or 
services at a level comparable to the other 
three, or have cost factors which make the 
possible use of the spsce prohibitive.” 
Specific locaUons under consideration in 


the three communities are the high school 
and vocational school in Kennett. the junior 
high school and community center in

school located on Highway 61, south of New 
Madrid 


Dr Strand also reported to the board that 
coursework in three areas is being con­ 
templated when and if the service center 
becomes a reality 


Students would be offered so-called 
"college-bound 
courses" 
which 
would 
permit them to earn up to 60 semester hours 
at the freshmen and sophomore levels as 
well as satisfy Southeast Missouri State's 
general education requirements for a 
specific four-year degree, he said 
Continuing and community education 


courses would also be provided at the 
center, Dr Strand said These would em 
brace a variety of subject areas and would 
be “designed to meet individual and area 
needs for postsecondary education which 
are not currently being met by existing 
programs " 
Graduate- level courses would also be 
offered in education and business, ac­ 
cording to current thinking, at the service 
center 
This would enable students to 
satisfy a portion of their graduate- degree 
requirem ents 
aw ay 
from 
the 
m ain 
Southeast Missouri State campus 
Dr 
Robert Leestamper, president of 
Southeast Missouri State, told the regents 
that it would be at least the fall of 1978 
before the service center could go into 
operation, and he cautioned that approval 


by the Coordinating Board for Higher 
Education, the governor, and the state 
legislature is required

approval is likely, he indicated, 
but he said that if the proposal were m the 
hands ot legislators at this time "it might 
run into trouble " He said some legislators

BOYS AND GIRLS 
ARE DIFFERENT 
The feminist dream of a society free of sexual 
stereotypes is running up against some hard and ap­ 
parently unchangeable truths about human nature. 
One of them is that, despite efforts by adults to en- 
courate them to do otherwise, "girls play with dolls and 
bbys play war." 
So reports Dr. Brian Sutton- Smith of Columbia 
University Teachers College, who studied 40 boys and 40 
girls in the New York area to find out whether attempts 
to encourage youngsters "to expand beyond traditional 
roles" had any impact on their play. It didn’t. 
He found that no matter what toys were available, the 
girls 
played with toys concerned with domestic 
operations while the boys played with toys oriented to 
activities outside the home. 
Similar findings have been published in another 
source, which can hardly be accused of bias against 
women. 
Sociologist Janet Lever reports in "Ms.” magazine 
that in a year of watching fifth-graders at play, she found 
that girls tended to play indoors while boys preferred 
outside play. 
Boys also played in larger groups, as in team sports or 
"war" games, and played in more mixed-age groups. 
Girls engaged in less co-operative, less competitive 
exercises. 
Feminists may argue, of course, that subtle and 
perhaps unconscious pressures by parents and society 
are responsible for this stereotyped behavior by boys and 
girls. 
But that only rasies the question of why these subtle 
influences should be so powerful, while overt attempts to 
make girls and boys more alike are so remarkably un­ 
successful. Most of the mothers in Sutton-Smith’s study, 
incidentally, said they were against toys that catered to 
stereotyped sex roles. 
Maybe boys and girls — and men and owmen — really 
are different, and what the feminist movement should be 
working for is not a unisex society but one in which 
persons of both sexes are as free as possible simply to be 
themselves and to realize their natural potentials.

The State Department has 
filially succeeded in its annual 
drive to persuade Congress to 
eliminate the Byrd Amendment 
Passed by Congress in 1971, 
the Byrd Amendment prohibited 
the president from placing an 
embargo on the importation of a 
strategic material from a free 
world country if that same 
material is also being imported 
from a Communist country 
If chrome were not vital, the 
President could have gotten 
around the Byrd Amendment by 
declaring it nonstrategic 
. Of course he could not do this 
because chrome is essential for 
the production of stainless steel 
We have only a little in 
tfigenous chrome and it is of 
almost no commercial value 
Chrome has not been mined in 
the United States since 1961. 
An embargo on imports from 
Rhodesia will force us to get 
our chrome from South Africa 
and the Soviet Union Sen Dick 
Clark. D-lowa, in advocating 
repeal of the Byrd Amendment, 
argued that the United States 
doesn t get much chrome from

As a result of this double 
whammy, half the ferrochrome 
industry went out of business 
Several 
companies 
simply 
closed 
their 
doors, 
others 
shifted 
to 
other 
ferroalloy 
production. Rhodesia then built 
its own ferrochrome producing 
industry 
with 
Japanese 
technology and German and 
Italian equipment 
There obviously is no moral 
reason to embargo Rhodesia 
and buy instead from Russia, 
since the Soviet Union is one of 
the most repressive regimes in 
the world today Neither is there 
any 
commercial 
reason 
Russian chrome will be more 
expensive 
because 
Russia 
ignores the U N embargo, buys 
from Rhodesia, adds a mid­ 
dleman's markup, and then sells 
U> us at a higher price 
The importance at stainless 
steel and the folly at relying on

PROTESTERS MORE EF­ 
FECTIVE 
Political protest is most ef­ 
fective when it is conventional, 
moderate and nonviolent 
That is the conclusion of Paul 
Schumaker, associate professor 
of 
political 
science at 
the 
University of Kansas, after a 
study of nearly 100 protest ac­ 
tions against city governments 
large and small 
Schumaker found that public 
officials were more responsive 
to moderate protest efforts that 
took 
conventional 
routes: 
petitions, meeting attendance 
and letter-writing campaigns 
He began his study in 1971 as 
part of a doctorial thesis at the 
University 
of 
Wisconsin. 
Schumaker 
spent 
one 
year 
collecting data and another year 
analyzing the data and writing 
his findings 
He read 93 detailed case 
studies of 
protest actions 
against municipal governments 
in cities ranging in size from 
New 
York 
City 
to 
unin- 


corporated southern hamlets. 
The 
incidents 
he examined 
occurred from 1960 to 1970. 
After reading the case studies. 
Schumaker noted the strategies 
and demands of the protesters, 
the styles of protest leaders, 
support from the community 
and structure of the city 
government 
He compiled the finding and 
found a trend: protesters who 
disrupt the peace, threaten the 
community or make excessive 
demands often fail in their ef­ 
forts 
“America is a country of a lot 
of minorities," Schumaker said. 
"To get its way, a group must 
get the support at other groups 
Militant groups alienate others 
Moderate 
groups 
get 
their 
support 
After completing the case 
study, 
Schumaker 
sent 
questionnaires to 50 city of­ 
ficials. who had recently been 
involved in protest actions, to 
find their reactions 
During 
summer 1975, he made a more 
extensive survey of 1,600 of­ 
ficials. The results of these 
surveys paralleled the original 
findings 
City officials found 
moderate protests more per­ 
suasive. 
Schumaker has published his 
results in the Journal of Politics 
and 
other 
professional 
publications and has delivered 
papers on his findings at several 
conventions "This study helps 
in understanding why there is 
less militant protest now then in 
the 1960s," he said. "In the ‘60s. 
militancy was novel, city of­ 
ficials were responsive. The 
novelty wore off." 
The years of militant protest 
in the 1960s changed the public 
concept of protest, he said The 
public began to equate protest 
with 
demonstrations

boycotts, and it was forgotten 
that those who went to city hall 
to simply talk were also

Now,

The time has come to examine 
one of the oldest, but, perhaps, 
most misunderstood economic 
institutions-small business and 
the private sector. The even 
more crucial question is: can 
small business survive? 
In towns, villages and cities

Although religion was 
one of the primary reasons for 
colonists to settle in the New 
World, it also attracted business 
adventurers-and individualistic

born. Small 
business owners through per­ 
sonalized and specialized ser­ 
vices found the opportunities 
were unlimited. 
Over the years, what has 
come to pass is that increasing 
numbers of small businesses 
have gone out of business In 
part, this has been due to owners 
lacking 
managerial 
ability, 
planning and interest But more 
commonly this problem stems 
from more serious matters such 
as tax burden, inability to hire 
competent employes, soaring 
product 
liability 
insurance, 
federal paperwork, increased 
unemployment 
compensation 
benefits and some monopolistic 
practices 
One example is the high level 
of 
taxation 
which 
sm all 
businesses must pay just to stay 
in business 
Excessive taxes 
inhibit small businesses to the 
extent that it becomes virtually 
impossible for them to generate 
internally additional funding for 
improvement of a business and

Another consideration is the 
amount of time small businesses 
are required to fill out federal 
paper forms 
These are but a few of the 
problems 
confronting 
small 
business In no way is small 
business asking favors, but that 
it be recognized right along the 
side of big business. It is hoped 
that the men and women of this 
country and the politicians who 
vote in the laws of the land are 
intelligent enough to realize that 
the small corner butcher and 
large chain store meat counter 
can coexist. 
The American public knows 
the difference between a freshly 
made Danish roll and a mass-

breakfast 
roll. 
Likewise, the difference bet­

a 
handmade, 
hand- 
stitched evening dress and a 
m achine-m ade, 
m achine- 
stitched evening dress is great. 
During the early fifties, when 
the 
Small 
Business 
Administration was first for­ 
med, 
many 
small 
business 
owners were encouraged that, at 
last, they would have an agency 
which 
would 
offer 
them 
assistance and services in much 
the way that the Agriculture 
Department assists the farmer. 
Unfortunately, it hasn’t worked 
out that way. 
Again 
and 
again, 
small 
business concerns are being 
jeopardized 
by 
the 
way 
government policy and decision 
is made. At this moment in 
history, if small business is to 
stand side by side with big labor 
and big business, it must be 
recognized 
equitably. 
If 
Americans want to be assured 
that 
their

business is still there, come the 
21st century, then they must 
take action now to preserve it by

CLOUD WITHOUT 
A SILVER LINING

The greatest danger from the 
radioactive cloud that passed 


over the Northeast and moved 
out to sea lies in the casual way 
it has been treated One is left 
with the impression that so long 
as the nuclear cloud did not

rain 
enroute,

serious fallout from China's

Over the past 
three years, according to the CIA 
survey, the oil-producing coun­ 
tries have invested an astound­ 
ing $34 billion in U.S. holdings 
Some CIA analysis fear this 
prodigious financial stake could 
influence US. action in any 
future Middle East crisis. The 
nation's most influential finan­ 
cial leaders, the analysts sug 
gest, might feel compelled to 
support the Arab cause 
For example, the OPEC na­ 
tions have en tru sted their 
portfolios to the nation's largest 
b an k s, p a rtic u la rly C hase 
Manhattan.

Thus the Arab oil potentates 
have become big customers of 
these powerful banks Presuma­ 
bly. this will heighten their sym­ 
pathy for the Arab viewpoint. 
For, once the Arabs get a hold on 
a banker's pocketbook. his heart 
and mind will usually follow 
Yet the petrodollars have been 
channeled discreetly into the 
U5 economy With the single ex­ 
ception of the Shah of Iran, the

The rise and fall of the 
stockmarket. plus deposit with­ 
drawals and other transactions, 
have reduced the value of the 
$34 billion OPEC investment in 
the United States by $2 billion, 
according to the CIA The CIA 
estimate is that the oil-producing 
nations are pumping about 20 
per cent of their available funds 
into this country. 
At first, most of the money, ac­ 
cording to confidential Treasury 
Dept documents, was put into 
“commercial banks as short­ 
term deposits," thus creating 
widespread fear that a sudden 
withdrawal or shifting of these 
deposits would lead to a collapse

Labor not ready to give up 
■ 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Organized labor received two black 
eyes this week, but insists the fight’s not over. The unions were 
floored first on Wednesday when the House rejected a pet bill to 
expand construction unions' picketing rights. The second blqw 
came Thursday when the Carter administration proposed raising 
the minimum wage far below what the unions want. "Shameful^“ 
snapped an angry George Meany, the AFL-i-CIO president.

It said Massambs-f Debat was convicted 
by a military tribunal. Ngouabi, who led the military coup that 
ousted Massamba+Debat in 1968, was shot and killed last 
Friday. The military committee, which took over, said the 
gunman was Capt. Barthelemy Kikadidi, who escaped. 


Common Market 20 years old 


ROME (AP) — The European Common Market’s 20th birthday 
party today was marred by a row because the smaller members 
haven't been invited to President Carter’s first summit con­ 
ference in May. The Dutch threatened to walk out of the meeting 
after opening ceremonies because the Netherlands, Relgium, 
Luxembourg, Denmark and Ireland will not be represented at 
Carter's meeting in London with the leaders of France, Britain« 
West Germany, Italy, Canada and Japan. 


Brown pushes plane plan 


BRUSSELS, Belgium (AP) — U.S. Defense Secretary Harold 
Brown sought the support of Western European defense min­ 
isters today for buying nearly $3 billion worth of Boeing patrol- 
command planes. The 27 Boeing 707s would have special radar to 
look hundreds of mile« Into the Soviet bloc for troop con-, 
centrations and movement of planes and would serve as airborne 
command posts. 


Negotiating strategy outlined 


WASHINGTON “(AP) - President Carter has outlined a 
negotiating strategy for nuclear arms talks that calls for a major 
reduction in weapons levels, but sets out a “fallback" position of 
far less ambition. Carter says the United States will seek "actual 
substantial reductions" in the number of nuclear weapons held 
by the U .S. and the Soviet Union.

Bigger hospitals not cheaper 


KANSAS CITY (AP) — As hospitals increase in size, the per 
patient coat increases instead of decreasing, an official of the 
American Hospital Association said Thursday 
Robert Buldak told the MidAmerica Health Congress that the 
theory that bigness decreases costs does not apply when it comes 
to hospital operations 
He displayed a chart showing that the percentage of occupw 
cy, the length of stay, coats and the number of employes for each 
patient all increase as the size of the hospital increases. 
“As hospitals get bigger, they offer more technical services," 
he said. “And that requires more personnel, another reason costs 
goup." 
He said the moat dramatic cost climb in hospital charges came 
after 1966, with the introduction of Medicare and Medicaid. 
With them, he said came more government regulations and 
legislation than the health care field had been subject to in the 
previous 100 years 
. *■

Olson discusses MU budget 


COLUMBIA, Mo. (AP) — Budget recommendations adopted 
by the House Appropriations Committee will provide for less than 
half the wage and salary increases asked for by the University of 
Missouri, according to Dr. James C. Olson, ML' president 
Dr Olson said Thursday the committee’s figures will permit 
pay increases of only 4 per cent, compared to the 11 per cent 
being sought 
He did express gratitude that the House committee did not take 
a rigid line-item approach in its budget recommendations for the 
university. There has been some movement toward that in the 
Missouri Senate 
Die House committee voted early Thursday to recommend an 
increase of 5 per cent or $6 38 million in the university’s budget 
for next year, but it specified that $2 3 million of this should come 
from h itter fees assessed against students. 
Without student fees, the appropriation would be $131.8 million 
or an increase of $ 2 per cent 
Dr. Olson expressed concern about the proposed increase in 
fees. Ha said there is an assumption that grstkiate students 
should bear a greater share of the university’s costs 
He called graduate study "increasingly important in the in­ 
creasingly complex society in which we live.”

following year. 
Room and board rates for all 
students were set at a flat $480 
per semester, an increase over 
present rates of from $5 to $30 
per semester depending upon 
the residence hall. The flat $480 
fee will be increased by $15 per 
semester in the fall of 1978. 
The end result is that the basic 
cost for a Missouri resident who 
lives on campus to attend 
Southeast Missouri State during 
the 1977-78 academic year will 
be $1,230. The basic cost for an 
out-of-state student who lives on 
campus during the same year

For the 1978-79 academic year 
the basic cost will go to $1.290 for 
a Missouri resident and $1,790 
for an out-of-state studnet 
Even with the increases, Dr.

method. Many gardeners tend to 
view it as a mixture of wit­ 
chcraft and wishful thinking; 
while some other very good 
gardeners tend to swear by it. 
Companion gardening is the 
practice in gardening of placing 
plants that “like” each other 
close together while placing 
plants that “dislike” each other 
rar apart. 
The idea is to 
:apitalize on plant symbioses to 
bolster 
plant health, control 
pests, and boost your crop yields 
like crazy man! There is no 
explanation for why some plants 
do so well with others-they just 
do 
It’s 
one of the many 
mysteries of life (remember the 
song “O, Sweet Mystery of 
Life"? bet you never thought it 
referred to plants) 
When you start to plant your 
garden this spring-and if you 
use companion gardening, it's 
good to (and you'd better or it 
isn't 
companion gardening) 
plant your companions right 
next to each other. There are 
three easy ways to accomplish 
this-one way is to plant zig-zag 
rows, with say. beets and onions, 
tucked into each other’s zigs 
and zags. Another method is to 
use 
intercropping-planting 
several companions in each row
